The parish contained three townships - Blackladies, Brewood and Coven - and was composed of two 
whole constablewicks (Brewood and Coven) & part of one other (Blackladies in Sheriff Hales). 


Brewood (St Mary) was a vicarage in the patronage of Thomas Wood c1607-1692 qua Dean of 
Lichfield and thus Prebendary of Lichfield Brewood. He had presented Richard Emery c1622-1678 
who was instituted vicar on 19 Oct 1664. The parish contained one township which composed a 


simple constablewick.

Chandler was born about 1605 (probably that William son of William Chandler of Stratford-upon- 
Avon, Warwicks "gentleman" who studied at Oxford where on 23 Jan 1623.4 he was a student at St 


John's College and matriculated but is not known to have graduated). Probably as a literate he was 
ordained deacon and on 10 Mar 1628.9 ordained priest by Lichfield. On 13 Jul 1632 after 
presentation by Augustine Lindsell c1575-1634 qua Dean of Lichfield Cathedral thus Prebendary of 
Brewood he was instituted as vicar of Brewood. On 22 May 1635 he was licensed as a preacher by 
Lichfield. From Feb 1643.4 he continued here as a compliant presbyterian minister but had 
resigned before 1 Jul 1646. On 7 Aug 1646 after presentation by Walter Grosvenor of Bushbury, 
Staffs Esquire c1584-c1656 he was instituted compliant presbyterian minister of Bushbury. In 1660 
perhaps after presentation by Walter Grosvenor of Bushbury, Staffs Esquire c1611-?1692 he 
continued as vicar of Bradley. He subscribed to the Act of Uniformity on 12 Aug 1662. In 1665 he 
certified the hearth tax for Bushbury-cum-Moseley and Essington constablewicks and was assessed 
on 2 hearths at Bushbury township. About 1679 he was appointed Prebendary of Wolverhampton 
Monmore. Still in both offices he died, aged about 79, and was buried on 26 May 1684 at Bushbury. 
Chandler probably married about 1630 to a woman by whom he may have had one son and three 
daughters.

John Dolman B.A. (vicar of Wombourn & parochial curate of Trysull) 1617-1690 33 
Dolman, christened on 1 May 1617 at Trysull, was 3rd son of Thomas Dolman of Seisdon in Trysull 
"gentleman" 1580-.... and Ann. He studied at Oxford where on 17 Oct 1634 he was a student at 
Lincoln College and matriculated. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 6 Jun 1638. On 5 Jun 1642 he 
was ordained deacon by Oxford at Cuddesdon, Oxon. On 5 Feb 1643.4 he may not have been in an 
office. By 1 Jul 1646 he was in office as compliant minister of Brewood when the Committee for 
plundered ministers granted him an augmentation of £50 to his salary of £20 pa. This augmentation 
was funded from revenue sequestered from the dean of Lichfield. On 31 May 1647 a further 
augmentationwas made of £8 from the recusants John Giffard of Blackladies in Brewood gentleman 
1620-p1680 and (his father) Peter Giffard of Chillington in Brewood Esquire c1581-1663. (The 
augmentation later varied but was apparently paid until 1659). In early Jun 1660 he continued here 
as de jure vicar and, by An act for the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660), was 
confirmed in office. On 15 Feb 1661.2 he was ordained deacon (again) & priest by Lichfield, on 27 
Jul 1662 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield and on 15 Aug 1662 subscribed to The act of 
uniformity. He probably resigned here before 6 Feb 1662.3 when after presentation by a group of 
local gentlemen (beneficiaries under the will of Sir John Wollaston of Aldersgate Ward, London 
knight c1584-1658) he was instituted vicar of Wombourn and, jointly, appointed parochial curate of 
Trysull. In 1665 the vicarage was valued at £40 pa. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax of Orton 
(which lay in Wombourn parish) and Trysull & Seisdon constablewicks and was assessed on 6 
hearths at Wombourn township. Still in office at Wombourn and Trysull, he died aged 73, and was 
buried on 9 Sep 1690 at Wombourn. His undated will was proved under Lichfield on 27 Oct 1690. 
His personalty was valued at £305/2/2 and included "the study bookes £20". Dolman married about 
1650 to a woman by whom he had 3 sons and 2 daughters. By 1681 Dolman was patron of Broom 
and that year presented (his 2nd son) Nathaniel Dolman (Jater rector of Aldridge) c1656-1692 and 
the following year (his 1st son) Thomas Dolman (rector of Broom) c1651-....

[At Brewood] On 1 Jul 1646 the committee for plundered ministers found that his living was but £20 
pa, so it granted him £50 pa from the rents, etc., here, sequestered from the dean of Lichfield. On 
31 May 1647 it granted him a further sum of £8 pa from the rents of lands called Blackladies and 
Whiteladies here, sequestered from John Gifford and Peter Gifford, recusants, farmers thereof 
under the dean, as the former grant was then said to amount to only £40 pa. Orders for the 
payment of the £50 are frequent in 1649, 1650, etc. In 1654 the augmentation appears to have 
been altered to £23/7/4 out of the impropriate tithes here, though he is to receive all arrears of the 


£50 grant. In 1657 the tithes of Chillington are mentioned as having been granted to him and in 
1658 and 1659 the total augmentation is stated to be £39 pa. [1915]

Richard Emery (vicar of Brewood) c1622-1678 

Emery, born about 1622, was a son of Thomas Emery of Stone yeoman. He was educated at 
Shrewsbury. He studied at Cambridge where on 29 Oct 1639 he was admitted fellow-commoner at 
St John's College and matriculated but is not known to have graduated. He was presumably 
ordained as a presbyterian clergyman before 1651/2 when he was briefly presbyterian minister of 
Shareshill. On 23 Aug 1662 he was (probably head) schoolmaster of Brewood Grammar School 
when he subscribed to the Act of uniformity (as a schoolmaster). By 3 Sep 1662 he was also in 
office as stipendiary curate of Boningale, Salop. In Dec 1663 he was ordained deacon and priest 
and also licensed as a preacher (all by Lichfield). On 19 Oct 1664 after presentation by Thomas 
Wood c1607-1692 qua dean of Lichfield qua prebendary of Lichfield Brewood he was instituted 
vicar of Brewood. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Brewood constablewick and was probably 
assessed on 4 hearths. Still in both offices at Brewood he died, aged about 56, on 1 Jan 1677.8 and 
was buried there on 8 Jan. Emery married about 1656 to a woman (? Mary d 1682) by whom he had 
two sons and one daughter.

The Rev, Thomas Feilde, who was Vicar of Brewood, and Head Master of the Grammar School, is 
best known by his fondness for antiquarian and topographical research. He had made considerable 
progress in collecting materials for a general History of Staffordshire, which he intended to publish. 
After the death of Dr. Wilkes, he purchased from his executor (the Rev. T. Unett), for £200, the 
collections of that eminent antiquarian, consisting chiefly of copious extracts from Domesday, and 
from Hurdman's and Loxdale's additions to Erdeswick, which, together with portions of Walter 
Chetwynd's valuable papers, were used by Shaw in his History of the county. The precise dates of 
Mr. Feilde's appointments at Brewood are not known, but there is evidence of his having lived there 
from 1762 to 1769, when, chiefly in consequence, as is generally understood, of being involved in 
pecuniary difficulties, he left England for America, and settled in Gloucester County, Virginia, 
where he died about the year 1775. It is believed Mr. Feilde was a native of Hertfordshire. [NOTES

Janns, born about 1635, was probably a son of Thomas Janns of Over Penn, Staffs "gentleman" 
1609-.... He studied at Cambridge where on 15 Apr 1651 he was admitted a pensioner at Emmanuel 
College. At Cambridge - where the degree is not on record - he probably graduated B.A. about 
1654. On appointment as a stipendiary curate at Brewood he subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 
20 Aug 1662 and the following day was ordained deacon and licensed as a preacher (both) by 
Lichfield. Here he resigned before 22 Oct 1662 when after presentation by Rebecca Parkes c1603- 
1673 by right as widow of Thomas Parkes of Willingsworth in Sedgley, Staffs Esquire c1596-1660 
he was instituted vicar of Sedgley. In Dec 1662 he was ordained priest by Lichfield. In 1665 the 
vicarage was valued at £30 pa. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Sedgley constablewick and 
was assessed on 6 hearths. Still in office he died, aged about 62, and was buried here on 1 Mar 
1696.7. His will made on 22 Feb 1696.7 was proved under Lichfield on 19 Jul 1697. His personalty 
was valued at £221/14/0 and included "Books in his Study £100". Janns married (? on 22 Feb 1657 
at Old Swinford, Worcs) to Elizabeth (?Milward) (d 1722) by whom he had 3 sons and 6 daughters.

At Pontesbury, Salop, in the 80th year of his age, the Rev. Hamlet Harrison, B.D. Rector of the first 
portion of Pontesbury, and of Stratford-le-Bow, Middlesex, and a magistrate for the county of Salop. 
He was a native of Lancashire, and was the son of respectable parents, though in a humble station 
of life, who at the time of his birth lived on a farm in the township of Cuerdley, which is in the 
parish of Prescot, where he has at this time a brother and other relatives resident. Owing to the 
preference which, on account of his birth in the before-mentioned parish, he would be entitled to at 
Brazennose college, and being a lad of quick parts, he was sent at an early age to the University. 
He took the degree of M.A. in 1789; was soon after elected a Fellow of Brazennose College, and 
was presented by that Society in 1809 to the rectory of Stratford-le-Bow. He held for some years 
the appointment of Head Master of Brewood Grammar School, the duties of which office he 
discharged with credit and satisfaction. Mr. Harrison took the degree of B.D. 1808. The rectory of 
Pontesbury he acquired by purchase some years ago. He has died a bachelor, and it is believed has 
left a large property to be divided amongst his relatives.

Priest's Service at Brewood 


Discovered in 1552-3 that there were certain messuages, cottages, lands and tenements in Brewood 
let to Robert Hawkins (and others) at a yearly rent of £5 OR £6 which belonged to this service and 
that a stipendiary priest had received the profits "these four years past" [1915] 


White Ladies Nunnery at Brewood 


Discovered in 1553 that there were other lands etc here let to Thomas Adams at a yearly rent of 
10/0 which had been purchased by one "dame Margaret," prioress of the White Ladies of Brewood 
for the use of their priest, that William Cureton priest, had been in receipt of this rent at the 
dissolution of this priory and had received it ever since [1915]
